VISITORS WELCOME 
Best time for Dahlia Visits is late September and 
early Octcber. Mums are usually in bloom then tco. 


INFORMATION — READ BEFORE ORDERING 


When you receive your roots, you should keep 
them in a place where they wi!l not dry up as they are 
alive and you. should take care of them the same as 
you would live plants when you get them. Dahlias can 
be put in a box of cry dirt. sand or sawdust to keep 
the air away or you can water sparingly, (about every 
2 weeks) just so they are damp. If watered too much 
or planted too early while ground is damp and cold 
they will rot. Nothing is gained by planting too early 
and most of them rot when weather is continually 
raining outside. All roots are not the same size but 
that makes no difference in the size or quality of your 
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| bloom—all that matters is a good eye (not even a 


sprout as they are so tender when grown in the stor- 
age room, they get broken off in shipping, so better to 
not have them sprouted). Any small root will bloom the 
first year if you tend them properly and they have en- 
ough rainfall during blooming season. We grow many 
varieties that are not listed and only a limited amount 
for our own planting but sometimes I use a’few as 
substitutes. They will be higher in price altho -you get 
them the same as what you ordered, so don’t think 
they are not any good if you get:a substitute. 

Labor (inexperienced too) is very high here in the 
north, 50¢ per hour with board and that surely counts 
up Over a period of a year; hence the slight rise in 
bulb prices. Prices have been raised by all Bee growers 
and are very scarce at that. 


GUARANTEE—AIll stock is both State and Federal 
inspected semi-annually and each order carries a copy 
of same. All roots are guaranteed true to name; roots 
are cut with good eyes and are in excellent growing 
condition when they leave here and if handled by. the 
customer properly, will give you satisfaction. If you 
should have occasion to return a root for exchange 
please don’t fail to send back your old root for inspec- 
tion. This exchange applies only to separate varieties 
for which you paid the special prices (Not any collect- 
ions.) 


TERMS—Orders are for cash. On all orders over 
$1.00 I pay pestage—anything less than $1.00 you send 
10¢ extra to help on postage. NO C. O. D. orders unless 
you send one-half cf it with your order. Then you 
must also pay the postage and extra C. O. D. charges. 


EARLY ORDERS—Many varieties are limited in 
emount this year so I suggest that you order early‘ to 
to: be sure of getting what you want, since all orders 
are filled in rotation as they are received. If out of a 
particular variety that you order, I will send another 
as. nearly like it as I have, rather than disappcint. you. 
Orders will begin to the Southern States about Mar. 1 
to 10,.1946 and in the Northern States about April 19 
to 15; 1946: No- orders shipped after June 1, 1946. 


-PLANTING DAHLIAS—Plant dahlias about 4 
to 6 inches deep—lay tuber flat down and fill up the 
hole to one-half with soil. Wait until bulb gets up 3 to 
4 inches then fill in with rest of soil. Plant 30 to 36 in- 
ches apart and at garden making. or corn planting time 
in your locality. When. your dahlias get 12 to 15 inches 
high, pinch out the top and let the side. shoots grow. 
That makes more flowers and for bigger flowers you can 
keep these shoots disbudded. The stems will then be 
longer. After frost has killed the tops, before the 
ground freezes deep, cut off the tops, label and store in 
a cool, damp basement, with temp. of about 40 to 45 de- 
grees. You may also put clumps in barrel, or box dry 


sand. dry sawdust or any thing to keep the air away 
so they will not dry up. Store immediately after digg- 
ing; don’t allow any drying. Cut apart each tuber in 
the spring and plant separately.

You may 
have your dozen all of one kind or 4 of all three var- 
ieties 


GLADIOLUS | (156. per dozen . for large size) » 


These will be florist’s mixture unlabeled, all Colors 
mixed. Gladiolus are very scarce and high because of 
high cost of.labor and. so many not aoe bulbs the 
ney few years. 


FLOWER SEEDS (10¢ packet) 


“Will have large’ flowering Zinnias, mixed colors 
Mum flowered marigolds, mixed colors. Pink cat tail 
celosia or coxcomb in pink, very odd. 


HARDY CHRYSANTHEMUM PLANTS 
($1.50 per dozen, assorted but unlabeled) 


These plants will’be in many colors arid include 
pompon, decorative and button types. They are from 
the same plants from which I’sell cut flowers to the 
florists. Plants are not ready for shipment until last of 
May or June Ist, depending on the weather as they are 
grown outside. Your mum order will come to you se- 
parately. i 








CUSHION TYPE CHRYSANTHEMUM PLANTS 
(25¢ each plant—Ready about June 1st.) 


Will have red, bronze, cerise and pink. They are 
the low bushy type that’s always covered with bloom 
for the rockery or yard.

Will have a few white single tuberoses. This is a 
very sweet scented flower and pcpular with most every- 
one.

You-are getting these 12 for $3 
at a price of 25¢ each less postage—just one-half and 
in many cases even more.than that,.as in no case will 
a Gahlia cost you less than 50¢ each (if bought sepa- 
rately) and since this is true, no replacements of bulbs 
will be made in this collecticn, for if a few fail to coms? 
up you still have much more than your money’s worth. 
I am sure you will be very much pleased with their 
blooms as I have had thousands testify in the past 
many years that I have sold this collection. This col- 
lection will not have all the same bulbs the whole 
season through for as some exhaust I add other vari- 
eties, but if you are wanting special varieties order 
from the special names paying the price opposite the 
name.
